To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


The Hillsborough County Commissioners completed the phase out of the 
old County Nursing Home in Grasmere. The Commissioners, working with 
State officials, transferred all of the patients from the Bouchard Building 
either to the new County Nursing Home or private nursing homes in the 
area. 

The new County Nursing Home completed its first full year of opera- 
tion. The Commissioners hired Robert G. Curran of Danbury, Connecticut 
as Administrator to replace Kendall Page who resigned. 

The County was awarded a $688,000 grant from the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration and the Commissioners earmarked that money for a 
new House of Correction. The first phase of that project consisted of im- 
provements to the cellblock of the existing House of Correction. The new 
facility will be located on the site of the Caron Building which was de- 
molished. The decision to destroy the building was made after it was deemed 
uninhabitable. 

The Commissioners appointed Nelson MacAskill, a veteran of the 
Goffstown Police Department, to the newly created post of House of Cor- 
rection Administrator. The first year of funding for this position is being 
provided under a grant from the Governor’s Commission on Crime and 
Delinquency. 

We were saddened by the death of Denis Casey, the head jailer at the 
House of Correction for many years. Denny had retired just prior to his 
death. 

The Commissioners entered into a lease agreement with Southern New 
Hampshire Services, Inc. for rental of the Administration Building at the 
old Nursing Home. S.N.H.S., Inc. is a private non-profit agency which ad- 


to 


ministers many of the County’s Social Service Programs. Chief among their 
programs is the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA). The 
County received more than 11 million dollars in CETA funds to provide em- 
ployment and training opportunities for unemployed and economically dis- 
advantaged residents of the County. 

The U.S. Department of Labor awarded the County a youth entitlement 
grant. Our application was one of 250 submitted nation-wide with only 12 
being approved. 

The Commission was also awarded a Women’s, Infants’ and Children’s 
(WIC) Feeding and Health Program. Two thousand participants in the 
County will be served by this nutritional program. 

The County Commissioners would like to express our deepest apprecia- 
tion to all County employees for their dedicated service over the last twelve 
months.

MINUTES OF THE 
HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
AUGUST 10, 1977 
Manchester Courthouse, Manchester, N.H. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 p.m. by Chairman Chris Spirou. 
The clerk called the roll. Seventy members answering the call of the roll the 
chairman declared a quorum present. 

The chairman stated that the rules of the House will be used for the 
meeting, that a quorum consists of 62 members and that a further delegation 
meeting will be necessary to adopt a supplemental budget to fund the collec- 
tive bargaining settlement with county employees. 

Rep. Coutermarsh, seconded by Rep. Lyons moved adoption of the 
following motion: That the Fiscal Year 1978 Hillsborough County Budget 
Proposal as submitted in detail to this convention by the Executive Com- 
mittee in the amount of $9,633,924 be adopted without prejudice as to 
wages and County Taxes be raised in the amount of $4,254,901.47. 

Rep. Coutermarsh and Lyons spoke in favor of the motion. Reps. 
Record, Bednar and McDonough spoke against the motion. 

Rep. Sweeney moved, seconded by Rep. Knight, that the motion be 
amended to substitute the figure recommended by the County Commis- 
sioners for account 7100, the County Farm. 

Discussion ensued. 

Rep. Healy moved, seconded by Rep. Record that the figure of $169,636 
be added to the amendment. The addition was accepted. 

Rep. Wallin, Normand, Carswell, Lyons and Day spoke against the 
amendment. Rep. Record moved the previous question and it was sufficient- 
ly seconded. Motion carried and debate was limited. 

Question on the amendment. A roll call was requested. Twenty one 
representatives voting in the affirmative and 50 voting in the negative the 
motion to amend loses. The question now being on the motion to adopt the 
budget. Fifty four representatives voting in the affirmative and ten voting in 
the negative the motion carried. 

Reps. Desmarais and LaChance were excused prior to the vote being 
taken. 

Rep. Lyons moved, second by Rep. Wallin, the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: Be it resolved that the Hillsborough County Delegation 
meeting in Convention on August 10, 1977 at Manchester, N.H., authorize 
the County Commission Chairman and the County Delegation Chairman to 
appoint a seven member committee to be charged with the duty of prescrib- 
ing and carrying out procedures for the cataloging of all surplus County 
property located at the County complex in Goffstown and conducting a 
public sale thereof. 

The committee is to be chaired by the Chairman of the County Commis- 
sioners who shall appoint three (3) other members and the Delegation Chair- 
man shall appoint three (3). 

Following completion of the public sale which will be held at a time to be 
determined by the committee, a full report and accounting shall be presented 
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by the committee to the Hillsborough County Executive Committee in ac- 
cordance with N.H.R.S.A. 28:8 C. 

Motion carried. 

Rep. Wallin, second by Rep. Coutermarsh, moved adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: Be it resolved by the Hillsborough County Delegation 
meeting in Convention on August 10, 1977 at Manchester, N.H. do author- 
ize the Hillsborough County Commissioners to accept the following Federal 
Funds and any others which may become available during fiscal year 1978, 
and appropriate them for the designated uses listed below: 


Economic Development Administration $688 ,000* 
General Revenue Sharing 367,000 
Anti-recession funds 26,399 


Designated uses: 


Economic Development — House of Correction to construct new 
facilities 
General Revenue Sharing — Operating expenses of the County 


Sheriff’s dept. and County Jail 
Anti-recession funds — County Nursing Home — Wages 


* Be it further resolved that we authorize the Delegation Chairman to ap- 
point a ‘‘County Facilities’? committee to plan and execute physical im- 
provements costing over $1,000 as provided under N.H.R.S.A. 24:13. 


Motion carried. 

At the request of Rep. Bednar the Chair agreed to furnish the delegation 
with the amount of interest derived by investment of Revenue sharing funds. 
At the request of Rep. Stylianos the Chair agreed to compile the various 
laws and rules governing the County Convention for the delegation. 

It was moved by Rep. Sweeney, second by Rep. O’Neil that the conven- 
tion adjourn. Motion carried. Meeting adjourned at 9:40 p.m.

The Chairman distributed to the Delegation a packet which contained 
the County budget as adopted by the Delegation August 10, 1977 and pre- 
sented to the Department of Revenue Administration, the supplemental 
appropriation proposal offered by the Commissioners and Chapter 162 of 
the RSA’s defining the powers of the County Commissioners to ask for a 
supplemental appropriation.

The Chairman indicated that the purpose of the Delegation meeting was 
to consider the proposal submitted by the Commissioners for a $264,256 
supplemental appropriation to fund the wage agreement reached by the 
County and the Union Local 2715 representing County employees. The 
Chairman reviewed the court action taken to date and described the results 
of various actions which might be taken at the meeting. 

Rep. McDonough questioned the power of the executive committee to 
recommend changes in the wage proposal. The Chair responded by describ- 
ing the executive committee’s actions as similar to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the House in that the committee recommendations were not bind- 
ing until acted upon by the Delegation. The Chair further stated that other 
amendments would be considered by the Delegation if offered. 

Rep. Day questioned whether there was a complete County budget. The 
Chair replied that August 10 was the date that the Delegation adopted the 
County budget. 

The Chair described the parliamentary situation. Comments were made 
by Reps. Coutermarsh, Winn and Bednar. It was moved by Rep. Lyons, 
seconded by Rep. Wallin, that the executive committee amendment to the re- 
quested supplemental appropriation be accepted as proposed. 

Commissioner Dupont described the Commissioners’ proposal. Rep. 
Lyons and Wallin spoke in favor of the motion. Reps. McDonough, Swee- 
ney, and Wheeler spoke against the motion. Rep. Coburn spoke in favor of 
the motion. Discussion ensued. It was moved by Rep. Wheeler, seconded by 
Rep. Baker, that further debate be limited to 10 minutes. Motion carried. 
The Clerk Rep. Wallin called the roll. Forty-six voting in favor. Forty-eight 
voting in Opposition. The committee amendment failed. It was moved by 
Rep.

appropriated to the salaries of the members of the Hillsborough County 
Sheriff’s Department. This figure includes 11% fringe benefits. It was 
moved by Rep. Sweeney, seconded by Rep. Wheeler, that debate be limited. 
The motion carried. The Clerk called the roll. Forty-seven members voting 
in the affirmative, forty-three voting in the negative. The motion carried. 

It was moved by Rep. Wallin, seconded by Rep. Carswell, that the fol- 
lowing amounts be eliminated from the County Commissioners’ proposal 
under the hazard duty pay:

Motion 
carried. 

Cecelia Winn, Boisvert and William Desmarais were excused from 
the meeting by the Chairman due to illness. It was moved by Rep. Crotty, 
seconded by Rep. Leonard Smith that the Convention adjourn. The motion 
carried.

Needs workshop, Southern New 
Hampshire Services, Nashua Adult Learning Center, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, Soil Conservation Service and Mt. Hope Center. Rep. 
Nardi asked whether exclusion of the special grants would affect running of 
the programs. Chairman Spirou explained the situation. Discussion ensued. 
Rep. John Winn moved the previous question, it was sufficiently seconded, 
the motion carried. The motion for a continuing resolution carried. 

Business Manager Roulx explained the collective bargaining agreement. 
Summary attached.

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contract covering nursing home, and correctional and sheriff’s department 
employees as submitted by the Board of County Commissioners.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 


To The Honorable Board of Hillsborough County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


For the twelve (12) month period ending on June 30, 1978, the Hills- 
borough County Nursing Home statistics were as follows: 


Patients Admitted —_ 60 
Patients Expired — 77 
Total Patient Care Days — 107,965 


These figures include eleven admissions to the Bouchard Building from 
July 1977 through September 1977, and five expirations through the month 
of December 1977. 
I was appointed by the County Commissioners as the new Administrator 
of the Hillsborough County Nursing Home just as this fiscal year ended. My 
first day on the job was July 17, 1978. Consequently, I cannot give you a 
first hand report of the activities of the Home for the twelve (12) month 
period prior to my arrival. 
The newly opened facility which had been dedicated on April 30, 1977 
was Operated at its full 300 bed capacity for the entire year. One hundred 
residents had been left housed in the Bouchard Building, referred to as The 
Annex. During the course of the year, the State Department of Health and 
Welfare which licenses all Nursing Homes had notified the Administrator 
and the Board of Commissioners that they would no longer continue to 
license the Bouchard Building for Nursing Home Resident occupancy after 
June 30, 1978. 
The Resident population of the Bouchard Annex gradually decreased 
through normal attrition and placements in the new facility. Through the 
strong combined efforts of Administration and Social Services, placements 
were made in other facilities for those Residents who still remained in the 
Annex as the June 30th deadline for vacating the Building approached. A 
two-week extension was granted by the State and the last Residents were 
moved out and the building closed on July 14, 1978. 
The medical needs of our Residents continue to be well taken care of by 
our two loyal attending Physicians, Dr. Albert Snay and Dr. Marcel Dupuis. 
The Staff at the Home have weathered the first full year of occupancy 
very well. Much credit is due to all Department Heads and their staff per- 
sonnel. 
. The Hillsborough County Nursing Home Guild and the Hillsborough 

County Nursing Home Moore Associates again gave of their time and 
services to the Home during the past year. Our thanks to both of these 
groups. 

In closing, I will say that I am looking ahead to an interesting and event- 
ful year and | shall hope to submit a first hand report of this year’s activities

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Honorable Commissioners: 


The Hillsborough County House of Correction was a focal point of 
change during 1978. A new administration continued existing programs in 
education, carpentry skills, and leather workshop, while new programs were 
added. 

The recreation program was intensified with the acquisition of the old 
hay barn. Conversion of the facility into a recreation center has begun, and 
already inmates are offered softball, basketball, volleyball, handball, 
paddleball, badminton, shuffleboard and weight lifting. A competitive 
sports program has been started and will increase in scope during the next 
fiscal year. It is noteworthy that all athletic equipment for the new facility 
was provided by inmate funds at no cost to the taxpayer. 

A substance abuse program funded by the Governor’s Commission on 
Crime and Delinquency through the New Hampshire Association of Coun- 
ties is in Operation, and besides general counseling, provides follow-up serv- 
ices. The institution of an Alcoholics Anonymous Chapter has been very 
well received, with upwards of fifteen participants per meeting. These pro- 
grams have been responsible for the recognition of appropriate placement 
cases and the subsequent location of half-way houses for alcohol and drug- 
related individuals. 

An intern funded by the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delin- 
quency assisted in the research and preparation of an inmate handbook 
which describes inmate rights and obligations and outlines disciplinary and 
grievance procedures. Additionally, a policy whereby inmates who violate 
the law while at the House of Correction are prosecuted in criminal court 
has effectively reduced the vandalism and assaults previously experienced. 

Expansion of the leather workshop into a creative workshop is planned 
and hopefully will return some revenue to inmates who would otherwise 
receive no funds. 

A full-time work release technician has been hired and coordinates one 
of the most important programs at the House of Correction. His job in- 
volves job development, counseling, random job checks and follow-up. 

The Commissioners were able to arrange a contract with Rockingham 
County for the transfer of all female inmates thus eliminating the need for a 
female component in our institution. This change has meant fewer adminis- 
trative problems and a great savings to the County. 

We are looking forward with enthusiasm to the completion of a new 
forty bed facility here at the County Complex. The project, financed with 
E.D.A. and L.E.A.A. funds, will allow greater flexibility in inmate classifi- 
cation while meeting federal and state standards for the incarceration of 
convicted persons. 

A note of sadness — Denis F. Casey, for many years an employee of 
Hillsborough County, and friend of staff and inmates at the House of Cor- 
rection passed away shortly after his retirement as Superintendent. He was 
very helpful to me personally, and he will be missed. 

I would like to express my gratitude to the County Commissioners, the 
Delegation, my staff and the inmates for the support I have received since 
my arrival. So many people have been so helpful; we are looking forward to 
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new and better times ahead for the Hillsborough County House of Correc- 
tion.

1977-1978 REPORT OF THE 
HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Honorable Board of Hillsborough County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 
It gives me pleasure to present this report of the Cooperative Extension 
Service activities in 1977-1978. 


The following narrative describes some of the many activities carried on 
by the County Staff during the year. 


Forestry — Robert W. Breck, Hillsborough County Forester, David Buxton, 
Souhegan Watershed Forester 


Requests for assistance from woodland owners in Hillsborough County 
continue as more people are living in the rural areas. Not only are more of 
the larger woodland owners requesting forest management assistance but the 
people with only five or ten acres are requesting assistance for the removal 
of trees for firewood and to improve the appearance of their small wood- 
lots. In addition there are many requests, particularly during the warmer 
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months, concerning insect and disease problems with lawn trees. 

With all the development that appears to be taking place, mostly in the 
eastern part of the county, it is amazing to find from a recent study of land 
use that less than 10 per cent of the land area of the entire county has been 
used for some kind of development. Seventy-six per cent of the county still 
remains in forest land. 

The markets for sawlogs remain good with stumpage selling somewhat 
higher than a year ago. Some of this increase is no doubt due to inflation. 

Tree planting seems to be somewhat less each year. Most planting is for 
Christmas trees. There is a good demand with the large number of people 
from southern New Hampshire and Massachusetts. 

Woodland improvement practices continue with approximately 500 acres 
of weeding, thinning and pruning being completed. 

About 700 people have been directly assisted during the year. Several 
thousand more have been indirectly assisted through meetings, demonstra- 
tions and written articles. 


4-H Youth Development — Charles W. Buck, Sarah L. Fortin, John Pike 
(Urban - Manchester), Linda Vachon, (Urban - 
Manchester). 


4-H in Hillsborough County serves youth who are enrollees in traditional 
4-H Clubs, participants in single programs, and participants in special in- 
terest projects. Major staff efforts include planning and conducting project 
and special interest meetings, and teaching at training sessions for volunteer 
adult and teen leaders. 

4-H programs are available to all youth, irregardless of race, color or 
national origin. The 4-H program actively cooperates with many youth 
serving agencies and organizations as well as, public and private schools in 
promoting educational programs which are non-duplicating. We are proud 
of our bicycle safety, embryology and plant science programs which many 
schools request. The 4-H Eye Care and Safety program will be offered to the 
youth of the county beginning in September. 

Special programs, awards and experiences for teenage youth are con- 
ducted along lines of interest. Manchester has a very successful Teen Coun- 
cil which has had a great impact among the teens and part of the develop- 
ment phase of the Pine Island Nature Science Center. Many teens through- 
out the county avail themselves to the opportunity of attending the citizen- 
ship training program at the National 4-H Center in Washington, D.C. 

Adult involvement in the 4-H program focuses on club or group leader- 
ship, advisory councils and committees, leaders groups, and the Board of 
Directors — County Fair and 4-H Foundation. Program plans as well as 
program execution are the results of many hours of adult volunteer time. 
The 4-H program is strictly a ‘‘grass-roots’’ program which is developed to 
serve the needs of local clientele. 

Almost every town and the two cities in Hillsborough County are served 
by the 4-H program. Manchester is the only city in New Hampshire with 
special staff to serve the needs of inner-city, urban and suburban youth. The 
small towns or rural areas also have the advantages of the 4-H program 


whether directly through an organized club or group or by enrolling in 
special 4-H programs offered to meet their needs. The public is urged to 
contact any of the offices for help or information on 4-H. The staff is 
always ready to serve and will speak or provide programs to all organiza- 
tions Or agencies requesting help. 


Home Economics — Harriet J. Nissen, Dorothy Wood 


The Adult Home Economics Extension Program 


Hillsborough County has one full time and 1 half time Home Economist 
working throughout the county. Because Extension has the responsibility to 
work with all interested women in the county Extension groups of women 
have been formed. Therefore instead of making a home visit with one 
woman we meet with 15 to 50 women at a time. 

There are advantages to this: 

1. More learning can take place when there is a chance for interaction 

of a group as they learn together. 

2. The agents time and travel is spent better meeting with groups than 

meeting with a single homemaker. 


Definition of Extension group 

An extension group is a group of women in a community which meets 
monthly September through June to carry on educational programs in home 
making. 


Lessons that have been taught this year are: 

1. Human needs and helping family members fulfill their needs to build 
individual and family happiness. 

Facing old age as a time for learning and doing things that could not 
be included when people were busy caring for their family. 

3. Vitamins — Important Nutrients. 

4. Clothing Construction. 

5. Interior Design. 

6. Consumer Education on Knitted Fabrics. 

7 
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Winter Salads. 
. Consumer Program on Banking. 
9. Food Facts Fight Back. 
10. Clothing Construction for Children. 
11. Knowing Your Adolescent Children. 
12. Foods for Children. 
13. Winterizing Your Wardrobe. 


Classes on nutrition were held for Operation Help offices in Milford and 
Hillsborough Food preservation class was held for parents of the Hills- 
borough head start program. A class on Consumer Education was held for a 
church group in Peterboro. 

We also work on a one-to-one basis with people who call or come by the 
office with questions or special requests in Our subject area, and answer re- 
quests from individuals for specific publications. Extension Home Econo- 
mists furnish information for a weekly newspaper column called ‘‘Notes to 
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Homemakers”’ and work as requested to set up displays for shopping malls, 
social service agencies and the New Boston Fair. 

Through the 53 Extension groups over 2000 women learn the latest in- 
formation regarding Foods, Nutrition, Consumer Education, Home 
Furnishing, Family Life, Child Development and Clothing Construction. 

One and one half Home Economists are able to work with the 53 groups 
because of the volunteer leaders. They are an important part of our pro- 
gram. On the average, each group has 8 project leaders who received train- 
ing by the Home Economist, and/or Extension Specialist of U.N.H. This 
training includes subject matter to be taught and methods of teaching. These 
volunteers, in turn hold lessons for the people in their community. Arith- 
metic shows 8 x 53 + 448 project leaders. Each group also has two or- 
ganizational leaders. There are 110 of them to keep the local program going. 


Location of Groups and Number — 

Amherst, Antrim (1), Bedford (3), Brookline, Goffstown (2), Hillsboro 
(2), Hollis (2), Hudson (3), Lyndeboro, Manchester (11), Mason, Merrimack 
(3), Milford (2), Mt. Vernon, Nashua (13), New Boston, New Ipswich, 
Peterboro (2), Temple, Weare, Wilton (2). 

Deering and Windsor homemakers meet with the Hillsboro groups, Ben- 
nington with Antrim, Hancock & Sharon with Peterboro, Francestown with 
New Boston, Greenville with New Ipswich, Litchfield with Hudson. 

In addition to the monthly meetings, workshops, where actual making of 
a garment or construction of a slip cover are held for 6 to 8 weeks until the 
project is completed. Workshops that have been taught during this fiscal 
year are: Reupholstery, Chair seating, Furniture Refinishing, Crewel & 
Needle point, Clothing Construction and Tailoring. 

Area wide lesson in phases of homemaking were held in slipcovers, and 
Food Preservation. 

Monthly Newsletter is received by people in the groups, by all the Home 
Economics department of the Public Schools and Rivier College and by any 
other person who wishes to receive it. Total number of newsletters sent each 
month is over 1950. 

Word was done trying to set up a class teaching people with impaired 
vision to clean house so they can be gainfully employed. 


Agriculture — Perley D. Colby 


The Agricultural Agents primary function is to provide practical and 
useful information pertaining to agriculture and its related subjects. As a 
result the agent deals with a broad audience that is made up of fruit and 
vegetable growers, small fruit growers, livestock producers, roadside stand 
Operators, plant growers, recreation and parks departments, golf course 
superintendents, landscapers, turf producers, beekeepers, farm supply 
stores, building inspectors, planning boards, home owners, Federal and 
State agencies and home gardeners. 

Because of the importance of food production — work with the com- 
mercial farmers is still the major function of the County Agricultural Agent 
and our Extension Specialists. 


Many of our Extension Service meetings especially in the Horticultural 
Field are regionalized to prevent duplication of effort as well as to cover a 
greater number of topics. During this past year we offered an all day blue- 
berry school, a strawberry school, a fruit tree pruning school, 5 twilight 
fruit meetings, a twilight vegetable growers meeting and we participated in 
an all day winter fruit and vegetable grower meeting plus three major na- 
tional tours that visited farms in Hillsboro County. 

We continued with the pesticide training program to prepare those who 
wanted or needed to use restricted pesticides for the certification examina- 
tion. 

We also supplied farm building plans, spray schedules, tax information, 
soil test results and other information requested. In addition we cooperated 
with our specialist on Pest Management trials with fruit and vegetables 
crops on farms in the county. 

Being an urban county with a large population at times we are besieged 
with calls and visits from home gardeners and home owners with problems 
pertaining to the home or garden. This past year we again had the services 
of Annamarie Pennucci, a U.N.H. Plant Science Major student, to assist 
with these calls. We also reached an awful lot of homeowners with my very 
successful weekly ‘‘At Your Service’’ garden column which is sent to all the 
papers and used regularly by several of them. A number of homeowners 
meetings were held in our office building and over 15 garden talks were pre- 
sented by me in addition to a number of groups that used the slide talks on 
gardening, backyard fruit and flower growing that I have developed. 

Three other highlights of this year’s program included: The completion 
of the film ‘‘Farming and the Land’’ which deals with some of the problems 
faced by farmers in Hillsboro County as more people move into the area 
resulting in higher land prices, taxes and loss of valuable farm land. The 
film was made under a grant from the N.H. Council for the Humanities by 
a local film maker with assistance from the Extension Office. The film has 
been shown to farm organizations, League of Women Voter Groups, Re- 
gional Planning groups and the like and will be used a great number of times 
this coming year. 

For the first time in 20 years the National Association of County Agri- 
cultural Agents held its annual meeting in the Northeast. The meeting was 
held in Hartford, Connecticut with agents from all the New England states 
assisting. Over 1800 attended the four day meeting and it went off like clock 
work. Area Dairy Agent Ernest George from Milford was in charge of a 
giant barbecue for over 1700 and I was in charge of the annual banquet at- 
tended by over 1300. Both of us worked on the over all planning committee. 

The other was the designing of a major program for all the agents on the 
County Extension Staff to work on. A series of meetings were held — I was 
‘responsible for two on wood stoves installation and safety. Both were well 
attended. 


EFNEP — Brenda Watts, Home Economist, Nutrition Education: Man- 
chester, Pat Johnson, Unit Coordinator, Lucille Favreau, 
Norma Devitt, Mary Todt, Ethlyn Harris; Nashua, Mary Lou 
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Fisher, Unit Coordinator, Lucille Covey, Naomi Lyon, Jeanette 
Taynor (all part time staff) 


The Expanded Food and Nutrition Education Program (EFNEP) has 
worked intensively with 400 limited income families in Nashua and Man- 
chester. Nutrition Aides teach homemakers and their families nutrition and 
food preparation, safety and storage techniques. Aides offer suggestions in 
menu planning, comparative shopping, and budgeting, working as often as 
once a week with a homemaker on a One-to-one basis in her home or at the 
market. We work also with youth in groups, because this reinforces the 
learning done by both child and parent. The staff has worked with 250 
youth throughout the year. This year a special emphasis has been to stress 
trying new foods which contribute nutrients usually deficient in our diet. 

EFNEP is increasingly reaching younger audiences (where change is most 
likely to occur with favorable impact) — young families with children and 
adolescents. More active recruiting has been done of these groups and spe- 
cialized staff training relative to their needs has been provided. Infant and 
preschool nutrition, and nutrition and dental health were covered. The 
Aides are involved in a Dartmouth Medical School project on dental health 
education, in which they teach their families and evaluate before and after 
results. 

EFNEP and Urban 4-H conducted a unique pilot project for teen girls on 
nutrition and personal development in the Manchester Housing Projects. 
Many guest speakers were involved, including Cathy Burnam, former Miss 
New Hampshire. The girls commented, ‘‘it really helped me act like a lady, 
not a baby’’, ‘‘I changed my snacks’’, ‘‘I met a lot of people I never would 
have met,’’ ‘‘It was great’’. We plan to hold the series again. 

EFNEP also emphasizes meeting the educational needs of minority fami- 
lies. A special ‘‘Ethnic Cooking’’ series, taught by the Nashua staff drama- 
tizes how each ethnic heritage contributes to good nutrition. Demonstrations 
stress fruit, vegetable and dairy product consumption, foods often lacking in 
American diets, yet common to the diets of various ethnic groups. The series 
has been enthusiastically attended and will resume this fall. Several Aides 
have reported successfully using these recipes with their homemakers. 

Though most of the Aides time is spent in teaching food related behavior 
skills, we also encourage families to use available community resources to 
meet special needs. In turn, we receive referrals from many other agencies, 
including County Welfare and Food Stamps. Then, we are able to help a 
family use these resources more wisely. 

Most of our referrals however come from satisfied participants in our 
program. 


New Program Planning Approach 


We decided to gain fresh ideas for programming by asking a broad- 
based group of citizens to help us set priorities among county-wide problems 
they helped us identify. EFNEP did this in conjunction with the county 
home economists. The top priorities identified by the new planning group 
were consumer economics, nutrition — health and helping persons with 
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special needs. 

Also this spring, an anonymous questionnaire was completed by a repre- 
sentative sample of EFNEP homemakers. Almost every homemaker felt 
EFNEP was achieving its goals in working with her family. 

After using these two program planning and evaluating methods, we felt 
they provided a good endorsement of the need for and the impact of EFNEP 
in Hillsboro County. They identified needs (identified by broad-based citi- 
zen group) are in the areas of our major program thrusts and the results pro- 
vided by our teaching program have been highly satisfactory to our home- 
makers. 

We realize accountability is with us to stay. Both our adult and youth 
programs have established objective measurements to evaluate program 
success. 

Each family’s progress is evaluated regularly in two ways, to assess how 
best to use our resources. Preliminary results indicated % of our families 
were improving in one six month period. Use of pre and post tests to 
measure learning in youth groups was established this summer. Results are 
not in yet but the children’s enthusiasm seem to speak for the moment. 

In the past year, at least 1500 persons have directly benefited, in terms of 
improved health and use of limited resources from the EFNEP program.

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY ATTORNEY’S OFFICE 


The following report on the Criminal caseload of the Hillsborough 
County Superior Court was made available from the office of the Clerk of 
Court. These statistics are compiled for the State Judicial Council and repre- 
sent the number of cases handled by our staff. 


1. Criminal Cases Pending July 31, 1977. 
(refer to attached sheet) 


Our office has successfully accelerated the disposition of felony cases 
during the past year. This is the result of our efforts to convene a grand jury 
every month during the year. In the past, the grand jury would meet for a 
_ week every three months. During the last year, the grand jury has met a day 
or two almost every month. By having these frequent sessions of grand jury, 
the average pre-indictment period has decreased dramatically, thus, acceler- 
ating the entire disposition process. As can be seen from the statistics above, 
the number of cases pending at the end of the fiscal year has decreased from 
1135 to 631 while the total number of cases disposed of during the year has 


aed 


increased to 2002. 

The misdemeanor appeal system, instituted two years ago, has been con- 
tinued successfully during the past year. Misdemeanor appeals have been 
scheduled three cases a day during all three terms of the past year. This 
scheduling system has reduced the lag period between district court and 
superior court from an average of 18-24 months to approximately 12-15 
months. Unfortunately, the total number of cases pending has increased due 
to the increasing number of appeals, many of them frivilous, being taken 
from district court. 

The New Hampshire Crime Commission has assisted our office this past 
year by providing federal funding to create a special District Court Prosecu- 
tor position. This individual has assisted those towns within the County who 
do not have full-time police departments and who encounter difficult mis- 
demeanor or felony cases. Besides actually prosecuting these cases, this 
lawyer has educated the town police chiefs on how to prepare their cases, so 
as to avoid the legal pitfalls into which a non-lawyer would fall. This pro- 
gram has worked out quite well and has been funded by the County Delega- 
tion so that it can continue for another year. 

Recognizing a need for continuing legal education among all members of 
the profession, the staff has had the opportunity to attend various seminars 
relating to the practice of criminal law and trial advocacy during the course 
of the year. These seminars have been most helpful in keeping the staff up- 
to-date on the continuously changing aspects of criminal defense. 

Our office has made an effort during the past year to attend meetings of 
the County Commissioners. This effort has made it obvious to the Commis- 
sioners and to the other department heads that the County Attorney is readi- 
ly available to advise any county official who anticipates needing legal ad- 
vise. This advise is most effective when given before a problem arises it 
appears from the small number of problems that developed into lawsuits 
that this advise has been very effective. This effort will continue during the 
up-coming year. 

Lastly, I would like to thank the County Delegation for providing my 
staff the new office space that it now occupies. Unlike the cramped facilities 
in use last year, this new office space has all of my staff working together in 
one consolidated location. Besides individual offices for each of the lawyers 
there now exist additional rooms which are being used as a library and as a 
conference room. These new quarters give my staff the professional fixings 
that their professional performance deserves.
